DETAILED ACTION 
REOPEN PROSECUTION 

1 . In view of the Pre-Brief Appeal Brief filed on 03/1 0/1 1 PROSECUTION IS 
HEREBY REOPENED. New grounds of rejection are set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the 
following two options: 

(1 ) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply 
under 37 CFR 1.113 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) initiate a new appeal by filing a notice of appeal under 37 CFR 41 .31 followed 
by an appeal brief under 37 CFR 41 .37. The previously paid notice of appeal fee and 
appeal brief fee can be applied to the new appeal. If, however, the appeal fees set forth 
in 37 CFR 41 .20 have been increased since they were previously paid, then appellant 
must pay the difference between the increased fees and the amount previously paid. 

2. A Supervisory Patent Examiner (SPE) has approved of reopening prosecution by 
signing below: 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 -1 8 are allowed over prior art of record. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts fail to show or fairly suggest: wherein a lower portion of each of the 
at least two heat sinks is exposed to the outside of the bottom surface of the main body 
through the opening of the main body, along with other limitations of claim 1 . 
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The prior arts fail to show or fairly suggest: at least two heat sinks of electrically 
and thermally conductive materials, the heat sinks being separated from each other and 
fixed to the main body, each of the at least two heat sinks having an upper surface and 
a lower surface, the lower surface of each of the at least two heat sinks being relatively 
wider than the upper surface of each of the at least two heat sinks, along with other 
limitations of claim 16. 

In addition, claims 2-15 and 17-18 also allowed as being directly or indirectly 
dependent of the allowed independent base claims 1 and 16.
